The Memoirs of Lurana Mary Francis 


MOTHER FOUNDRESS OF THE FRANCISCAN SISTERS OF THE ATONEMENT 
By E. U. Lex 


CHAPTER XLII. 
THE MorTHER’s LETTER 


When the lawsuit was inaugurated to dispossess the 
Sisters of their convent and to surrender St. John’s, the 
little church that had brought them into the Graymoor 
Valley, Mother Lurana Mary Francis formed the 
determination that as a daughter of St. Francis she 
would not contest the case in court. At the same time, 
putting her trust in the Heavenly Bridegroom to Whom 
she had espoused herself, that as He had Himself 
given the Sisters their Motherhouse He would not 
allow it to be taken from them. Seven months after 
the first notice was served upon the Sisters by the 
lawyers for the plaintiffs Mother Lurana addressed to 
them the following letter: 

Graymoor, N. Y. 
Messrs. Zabriskie, Murray, Sage and Kerr, 
Attorneys for the Plaintiffs in the 
St. John’s Church Property Suit. 


Dear Sirs: 

As the Defendant most gravely concerned in the suit 
brought by the Plaintiffs for whom you are attorneys, 
I, Mother Lurana Francis, Superior of the Sisters of 
the Atonement, desire to state, first: 

That I am permitting the case to go by default, not 
because I am indifferent to the very painful conse- 
quences that will result to us, or because_I do not 
believe in the validity and equity of our right to remain 
in possession of this property, and our ability to prove 
the justice of our claim in the Courts. The reasons 


are by no means such, and difficult as they are to ex- 
press, I feel in justice bound to you and the Honorable 
Court, as well as to myself, to simply make statement 
as follows: 

We are Franciscans, and our holy Founder, Saint 
Francis of Assisi, away back seven hundred years ago 
told his first children in the Order, that they SHOULD 
NOT OFFER RESISTANCE, in other words, that they must 
obey literally Our Lord’s words in the Holy Gospel: 
“If any man sue thee at the law and take away thy 
coat give him thy cloak also.” 

My second reason is: That the special work of the 
Society of the Atonement is Church Unity, a work to 
which we have given our lives, and I would rather that 
our little band of Sisters were homeless than that we be 
the means of a legal battle that could not help but stir 
up uncharity and strife between the Catholic Church 
and Anglicans (Episcopalians). I know this sounds 
very academic, if not fanatical, in a twentieth century 
law office, but the issue is a downright practical one, 
and I dare not take any other course than the present 
one. I will not deny that there has been to me per- 
sonally a very real temptation to fight it out, but as I 
said above, I dare not, on conscientious grounds. 

The third thing I wish to state is: It is our earnest 
hope that your clients, having achieved a legal victory 
and having had this, our home, handed over to them, 
will then meet us in some reasonable financial settle- 
ment. This we have since the suit began, and before, 
more than once expressed a desire for, but only to be 
refused. 

It may not be law, but I wish your clients might 
realize in some slight degree what is the heavy suffer- 
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ing and strain that they have brought upon a little 
Community of Sisters, who exist only to do all the good 
they can, and in their work here at Graymoor to fulfill 
what I believe are the conditions of the trust deed, ‘‘to 
minister to the people of the neighborhood.” Yester- 
day one of my young Sisters was found with her head 
on her arms crying bitterly, her unfinished work beside 
her. No, this is not law, but it may count in another 
Supreme Court. 

But this is a digression. Allow me to state, as 
briefly as I can, certain facts that appear to us to 
justify our belief that we are in truth and equity the 
lawful holders of this property. And first, to clear 
the issue: 

It was THE Sisters who were invited to come to 
Graymoor by Miss Elliot, 
representing the Trustees; it 
was WITH THE SISTERS that 
arrangements were made, 
and Rev. Father Paul (Rev. 
Lewis T. Wattson) acted as 
our Chaplain, coming ia that 
capacity to reside here after 
the Sisters had lived at Gray- 
moor nearly a year. Let it 
be a clean-cut issue:—It is 
the Sisters of the Atonement 
who are to suffer, a little 
band of women. Father Paul 
has his own property about 
a mile distant, which is in no 
way involved, and he lays no 
claim to this property. 

The Sisters, as stated 
above, having been invited 
to Graymoor in 1898 and liv- 
ing all the winter and into 
the summer in the old 
“Dimond House” a half mile 
distant down the road, the 
experience of that blizzard 
winter, which cannot be de- 
scribed, made it desirous, if 
not imperative, that a house 
through whose siding day- 
light might not be_ seen, 
should some way or other be 
built for us. About then I 
received a letter from the 
above-mentioned Miss Elliot, 
dated February 10th, 1899, 
which I quote: 

“The thermometer went down to zero here (N. Y. C.) 
yesterday. I really shudder to think what it must be 
at Graymoor.... Would it be against your Rule—when 
the Society is organized—to own the little church? 
There is every likelihood of my living some day in the 
very Far West and before that comes into the question 
I would like to have the future of St. John’s secured.” 
Then I built our little Convent—built it with a small 
legacy left me from a grandparent and all that I had; 
the Episcopal Church, as has been stated, did NOT con- 
tribute toward the building, but Miss Elliot gave us 
about $500 toward it, a very small part of the build-

ing’s cost, and this amount has been expended many 
times over in the care and furnishing of the church, in 
Rev. Father Wattson’s ministrations and our own work, 
for all of which no remuneration was received. We 
continued for over ten years in sole possession, bearing 
all expenses and the Trustees were never heard of. 


Many years later, after vainly striving to make 
Episcopalians of the few scattered inhabitants, and 
our Rev. Chaplain preaching to empty benches, the 
Sisters forming principally, at all times, and most fre- 
quently the sole congregation, we, the Society of the 
Atonement, became convinced of the divine claims of 
the Catholic Church and resolved to make submission. 
We became Catholics and that while negotiations were 
pending looking toward giving me the long promised 
quit-claim deed of this place. 

We could have waited 
until it was in our hands, but 
feeling that such a proceed- 
ing would not be honorable, 
I met Miss Chadwick, one of 
the Trustees and an Episco- 
palian, in New York, and told 
her of our impending recep- 
tion into the Church. I also 
wrote to Miss Elliot (another 
trustee) of our intention, but 
continued my request for a 
settlement. Miss Chadwick 
wrote me that she would use 
all her influence toward our 
having as far as possible a 
good legal title to the prop- 
erty of which for so many 
years we had held entire pos- 
session. She also wrote me 
that she had received a letter 
saying that Miss Elliot 
agreed that even in the case 
of our becoming Catholics 
the right thing was for us to 
have a deed and that in con- 
sideration of $100, a nominal 
sum, she would agree to give 
it. A short time after I re- 
ceived the following letter 
from Miss Chadwick: 

“Since I wrote you there 
seems to have been a change 
in Miss Elliot’s feelings and 
intentions, much to my regret, 
as | certainly supposed the matter was settled by her 
letter to me agreeing to accept the offer you made. | 
am more sorry than I can say that there should be a 
hitch in the matter. I assure you that under no circum- 
stances will I consent to St. Philip’s, Garrison, getting 
hold of the Chapel, but beyond refusing my signature 
to anything which would give it to them I fear I am 
powerless. The quitclaim, given by Dr. Gray to the 
Trustees, was never recorded, I now learn. Perhaps if 
your lawyer were to consult Mr. E. D. Dinsmore he 
might get some light on the legal force of that docu- 
ment. ...1 am much mortified to find myself in the 
embarrassing position of being obliged to seem to fail 
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to keep my word, which I supposed was given with 
Miss Elliot’s in my letter to you accepting your offer. 
I know you will hold me guiltless in the matter, for. you 
know I wish you to retain the Chapel as well as the 
Convent built by you.” 

We became Catholics on October 30, 1909; and on 
March 4, 1910, we received notice of the action to be 
brought against us. 

This Church of St. John the Baptist was built “to 
minister to the people of the neighborhood”; no record 
remains of its ever having been consecrated to the wor- 
ship of the Episcopal Church. The property was of- 
fered years before to the Episcopal Bishop of the 
Diocese (Bishop Potter), who refused it on the ground 
that there were not enough

gregation changes its faith may it not in law 1Be the 
right to carry its church building with it? We were 
the sole congregation in those old days, as I said above. 
In a court of law does it not also count that a woman, 
relying upon the word and good faith of the Trustees, 
put her all in a little house on the land they promised 
to give her; that she and those with her worked faith- 
fully to fulfil their trust, and just because they became 
Catholics are turned out of the little home built by 
themselves, the place over which they have been in 
control and of which they have borne all expense for 
twelve years? 

I commend these considerations to the Honorable 
Court, the plaintiffs in this suit and you their 

attorneys. 





Episcopalians in this neigh- 
borhood attending the 
church to make it worth 
while for the Diocese, or 
Archdeaconry, to shoulder 
its expense. It is on record 
in the minutes of the Vestry 
of St. Philip’s Church, Gar- 
rison (in whose parish the 
mission of St. John’s was 
then situated), that they, 
the Vestry, also refused it 
for the same reason. But 
now, please consider, the 
population of this vicinity 
is overwhelmingly Catholic 
(while there are no Episco- 
palians), and it is only by 
Saint John’s remaining a 
Catholic Church that it can 
fulfil the original intention 
and expressed condition of 
“ministering to the people 
of the neighborhood.” We 
have to the best of our 
ability carried out this trust. 
Several years ago when the 
shafts of the New York 
aqueduct closed down in 
our vicinity and the labor- 
ers were starving, the soup

Mr. Zabriskié, who held 
the high position of Chan- 
cellor for the Episcopal 
Diocese of New York, and 
who personally conducted 
the litigation, was highly 
gratified by Mother 
Lurana’s letter, allowing the 
case to go by default and 
granting him an easy vic- 
tory, but Miss Julia Chad- 
wick, while she admired 
the high sentiments ex- 
pressed in her letter by 
Mother Lurana would not 
so easily give up the fight, 
and in her gallant cham- 
pionship of the Sisters’ 
cause, petitioned the court 
to reopen the suit in order 
that she might contest the 
petition of the plaintiffs 
and accordingly the law 
suit was resumed and pur- 
suing the slow, tedious 
process of the law it 
dragged on its weary course 








kettle was not off our 
kitchen stove for months 
and as many as forty men 
were fed by us twice a day. 
One of our Sisters died that 
year, ministering to a starving Italian woman to whom 
she went on an icy day when ill herself. She took a 
heavy cold and in three days was dead. Again I say 
these things may not be law, but I do believe they will 
count in another Final Hearing. 

This place was a heap of weeds and stones when we 
took possession; no grass would grow and the Sisters 
removed with their own hands thousands of these same 
Stones and weeds and from a practically valueless 
property we have, in our poverty and little by little, 
made it a garden-spot of beauty and the church (which 
is very dear to us’) from an old wind-racked building 
into a beautiful house of God, filled with the poor who 
love it, and worship there. And may | ask, if a con-

over a period of seven 
years, until in October, 
1917, Judge Tompkins, of 
the Supreme Court .of the 
State of New York, ren- 
dered judgment in favor of 
the plaintiffs and ordered the Sisters of the Atonement 
to vacate that little portion of ground, less than an acre 
in extent, which, nineteen years before, had been given 
to them by Divine Providence in somewhat the same 
way as the Portiuncula of Assisi had been given to 
St. Francis. 

When the Sisters first received word that the Judge 
had given them over unconditionally into the hands of 
the trustees with thirty days in which to move out, ten 
of these thirty days had passed, and it was a physical 
impossibility to find another home and move their , 
belongings in twenty days out of the convent. So the 
lawyer for Mother Lurana and her friends urged the 
Sisters to appeal their case in the Appellate Court, if 
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only to gain time. Mother Lurana, however, remained 
as adamant in her determination not to do so and 
wrote to Mr. Dempsey, who had ably conducted the 
Sisters’ case from the very beginning, as follows: 


Dear Mr. Dempsey: 

In approaching, tomorrow, the Plaintiffs’ Attorney on 
our behalf, I request that you will announce as our 
decision, not holding it out as an alternative, THAT WE 
WILL NOT TAKE OUR CASE TO THE CourT OF APPEALS 
(unless the Ecclesiastical Authorities of this Catholic 
Archdiocese should insist). As I made clear in the 
beginning of the litigation, it was most reluctantly and 
forced by circumstances that I became a defendant. I 
cannot, therefore, in conscience, at this point continue 
such litigation by what would be the first aggressive 
action on our part. We are Franciscan Religious who 
desire only to live out our brief life in this world, ac- 
cording to the principles that govern our work for 
Church Unity, and in obedience to the precepts of 
peace and non-resistance laid down in our Rule by the 
Holy Founder of our Order, Saint Francis of Assisi. 
We carry our Final Appeal to another Court and an- 
other Judge. | will be glad, however, if you will again, 
as you did in the beginning of this case, ask our op- 
ponents if they will consider a financial settlement. If 
not, we beg to know at the earliest moment possible 
what length of time is given us in which to remove 
from our dear Convent home.

In reply, the following letter was received giving the 
result of the interview with the Plaintiffs’ Attorney: 


Dear Mother Lurana: 

In compliance with your express request, I promptly 
conferred personally with Mr. Zabriskie, at his office, 
in New York City, on the subject of a settlement or 
compromise, if possible, of the litigation without 
further activities on our part, and to whom I sub- 
mitted for precise consideration the following proposi- 
tions in substance: 


(1) Would he (Mr. Zabriskie) consider any 
terms now for a settlement on any financial pay- 
ment by us? To this inquiry Mr. Zabriskie 
promptly responded in the negative absolutely. 

(2) That if the Mother and her Society promptly 
vacated the premises without further resistance 
and surrendered all their rights to the buildings 
and improvements as made, at their expense and 
by their sole efforts, would he not consider the 
Society’s rights to an award or rebate on the basis 
of the value of such improvements? Mr. Zabris- 
kie again replied in the negative, but consented to 
submit it with the first proposition to his clients, 
although I believe the plaintiffs will be practically 
controlled entirely by the attitude of their said 
counsel. 


As I personally emphasized to you, the advisability 
of an appeal is indispensable, as you have everything 
to gain thereby and practically nothing to lose, except 


perhaps the expenses in amount as I have indicated, 
and which are insignificant as compared with the full 
value of the property in controversy in its present 
condition. 

The Appellate Division, which is the first appellate 
tribunal, is constituted of five judges at each session, 
and who on a printed record of the whole case, includ- 
ing exhibits, could and undoubtedly would give more 
thoroughly of their time and consideration to an 
analysis of the legal and equitable aspects of the sub- 
ject in controversy and the respective rights of all those 
involved, and render an opinion at some length accord- 
ingly. 

I take occasion also to reiterate that your right of 
appeal once lost is gone forever, and the judgment as 
rendered in the trial Court, however unsatisfactory or 
disappointing to the unsuccessful side, by reason of the 
omission of any opinion, becomes absolute and beyond 
any prospect of amendment, and I would again urge 
your very serious consideration within the allotted time 
and for the proper protection of your rights and inter- 
ests, and those vitally associated with you, to consider 
not alone the expediency, but the advisability, if not 
the necessity of preferring an appeal for the purpose 
of obtaining not only a thorough review of all disputed 
questions, but a final adjudication on the merits of the 
case as a whole, including specifications, as desired, of 
the rights and exact status of the various parties and 
interests as affected. At any time during the pending 
of an appeal any compromise if arranged for could be 
effected and the appeal forthwith discontinued.

As will be seen, the Sisters’ lawyer, conscious of the 
strength and justice of his case, is very loath to re- 
linquish the hope that the Mother will reconsider the 
decision not to appeal, but in a second letter she made 
it clear that the point was absolutely settled. 

A few days later Mr. Dempsey sent to the Mother 
for perusal the following letter from Mr. Zabriskie to 
himself:

Dear Mr. Dempsey: 

After our interview the other day with regard to 
Graymoor, I communicated to my clients the purport of 
our conversation. From what they say I have no 
reason to suppose that overtures on your part for a 
settlement on either of the lines which you suggest will 
be acceptable to them. 

If your clients submit to the judgment and quit the 
premises, my clients, as I anticipated, would wish to 
give them whatever time may be fairly reasonable in 
which to remove. You said that you thought that your 
clients would need as much as thirty days, but not more 
than sixty days for this purpose. We should have no 
objection to this.

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A New Year’s Message to Our Lamp 
Army Comrades 


Greetings from Your General! 


S we stand upon the threshold of a new year of 
grace and of golden opportunity I must, first 
of all, give expression to the feelings of grati- 

tude that well up in my heart as I address you, my 
Comrades of the Lamp Army. 


ERHAPS no one realizes more keenly than I do 

the splendid achievements our Lamp Division 

of the Church Militant have already to their 
credit in the Lamb’s Book of Life or a clearer vision 
of what they will accomplish in the years to come. 


ET me point out to you some of the things that 
were accomplished to the Greater Glory of God 
and the Salvation of Souls by our Lamp Com- 

rades during 1938, the 36th year of the Army’s exist- 
ence. What The Lamp has done must be laid to the 
credit of the Lamp Soldiers, because without the sup- 
port of the soldiers themselves, The Lamp could not 
have persevered in its existence. 


HE first Lamp Army in the history of God’s 
covenant people was that of Gideon who went 
into battle with only three hundred soldiers to 

support him. They had neither sword nor gun, but 
only a trumpet in the right hand and in the left a lamp, 
hidden in a pitcher. When the pitchers were broken, 
it was the shining of the lamps, together with the blast 
of the trumpets that terrified the Midianites and put 
them to flight. Now the lamps could not take all the 
credit of the victory to themselves. It was the soldiers 
who carried the lamps to whom the credit of the vic- 
tory must be given. 


HEREFORE, whatever is accomplished by the 

Graymoor Lamp must be attributed to the 

Soldiers of the Lamp Army, who subscribe to 
the magazine, and, taking it in their hands, hold it aloft, 
not only that they themselves may bask in its light, but 
that they may cause that light to shine in the near 
country of Anglicanism and in Pagan lands afar, whose 
citizens sit in darkness and in the shadow of death. 
Now let me tell you of some of the developments of 
The Lamp during 1938. 


ERHAPS the greatest thing The Lamp ever did 
was to inaugurate the Church Unity Octave, 
beginning on the Feast of the Chair of St. Peter 

at Rome, January 18th, and ending on the Feast of 
the Conversion of St. Paul, the great Apostle to the 
Gentiles, January 25th. The observance of that Oc- 
tave has spread more and more throughout the whole 
Catholic Church, not only by the synodal action of 
the Bishops of the United States, Canada, Ireland and 


Poland, and by the individual action of many Catho- 
lic Prelates, wherever the Catholic Church has been 
established throughout the world, but more especially 
by the Papal Brief of Pope Benedict XV., the Church 
Unity Octave has been extended to the Catholic 
Church everywhere. 


BUT THE OBSERVANCE OF THE OCTAVE IS 
NOT CONFINED TO THE CATHOLIC CHURCH 


OST remarkable is the success it has achieved 
among Anglicans. Last year in the Church of 
England some 1,500 of the Clergy and forty 
Religious Communities observed the Octave, praying 
earnestly and unitedly for the corporate return of the 
Church of England to her pre-Reformation allegiance 
to the Apostolic See, and of late years it has been pro- 
moted increasingly among the Orthodox of the Greek 

and Slavic Rites, and all this glorious achievement, 
which has already resulted in bringing many of the 

“other sheep” into the “One Fold under the One 
Shepherd” is to be accredited to the Soldiers of our 
Lamp Army.

ESIDES its promotion of the cause of Church

Nothing-Be-Lost, and all Subscribers of The Lamp are 
ipso facto enrolled as Members of this Missionary As- 
sociation. 


ONSEQUENTLY, whatever the Union has 
done in aiding and promoting the Mission Cause

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The C. I. O. --- A Spinning of the Red Web? 


“By their fruits, ye shall know them.”

Whether or not the published support accorded the 
C. I. O. by “leading Church spokesmen”—Catholic and 
Protestant—was given with full knowledge and ap- 
proval of its plan, tactics and ulterior objectives, or 
was more likely inspired by spontaneous sympathy 
with a movement organizing presumably for collective 
bargaining and securing of better wages and condi- 
tions for workers, and whether or not the executive 
officials of the affiliated unions include professing 
Christian laymen, there are cogent reasons why all 
citizens—including employers and employees—who 
cherish the ideals and privileges of Democracy, and 
who believe in Christ and Christianity, should regard 
this organization with grave questioning, if not sus- 
Picion. 

In the three years of its very phenomenal growth the 
C. I. O., by its own claims, has come to control one-half 
of the organized workers of the United States, with a 
membership of 3,000,000. 

That represents a concentrated mass power for good 
or ill, not only of workers, but of the nation. Under 
the leadership of men inspired by the spirit of Chris- 
tian Democracy and pledged to the principles of our 
Constitution, this new army of labor could be a potent 
factor in the correcting of economic injustices, general 
betterment of social and living conditions and progress 
in reconstruction toward a higher order of civilization. 
Under the control of men not so inspired and pledged, 
of leaders allied to or subsidized by the subversive 
forces seeking to extinguish the light of Christianity 
and civilization in the world, this erganizaton could be 
turned into a formidable army for class warfare, vio- 
lence and destruction.” 

It is not to be imagined that the majority of workers 
who have been recruited into the C. I. O. have been 
attracted to membership by any positive Communist 
sympathies, or with any idea that they were joi.:ag 
a potential army for revolution. Simple, sir.cere, hard- 
working men, family men loving their homes, men 


seeking ease from the pinch of poverty, most € these 
thousands have naturally found appeal in th ,tomise 
of representation in industry, higher wage. and the 


enjoyment of a more equitable share of the product 
of their labors. But when Lenin and Trotzky launched 
their “Plan” for the “Dictatorship of the Proletariat,” 
was it not with the slogan of land for the peasants azid 
profits of industry for the laborers ?—with the promise 
of a Utopia that has become a hell of hunger and 
suffering for the masses, the promise of a “paradise” 
that has bece~ e regimented, wageless enslavement for 
the workers! 

The possible danger in such an organization as the 
C. I. O., with its control of the operation of basic in- 
dustries—an effectiveness of control demonstrated in 
the sit-down strikes which have paralyzed manufac- 
ture—lies in its leadership and that strategy which the 


leaders employ in their manipulation of workers. In 
considering the possible menace in the C. I. O., here 
is an illuminating interpretation of the modern method 
of revolution by a retired U. S. Army officer who has 
made a scientific study, from its inception, of the Com- 
munist Plan: 


“The actual methods by which Trotzky (not Lenin, 
by the way) put over the Bolshevik coup, were for a 
long while obscured by interpretations given at the time, 
as by John Reed, et al, and they are still obscured by 
our too-ready acceptance of the old-fashioned concep- 
tions of ‘revolution,’ namely, as through mass attacks. .. 
These conceptions have been completely re d 
Trotzky won, not by mass attack, but by ‘hurling storm- 
ing parties of technicians and gangs of armed men, led 
by engineers, against Petrograd’s industries and munici- 
pal public services, particularly, and first, electric power 
plants. That last immediately created a condition of 
chaos. No one could communicate with anyone else 
except by couriers, and they couldn’t get through the 
Red Guards’ lines. Trotzky, incidentally, learned all 
this right here in America from the old I. W. W., of 
which this current CIOmintern is an offspring, with its 
face lifted and new glands from Moscow. . . . 

“Trotzky, likewise, from his triumph at Petrograd, 
injected the following new conception into the social 
re y ent: ‘Not even favorable circum- 
stances are necessary for success in revolution, BUT 
ONLY CORRECT TACTICS.’ That alters everything. 

“Contemporary anti-C poses, patriotic, 
political and journalistic opposition to Communism will 
continue, should continue; and all the while the Shop 
Committees, Shop Stewards’ Committees, C. I. O. pene- 
trations and increase of organizings, etc., will go right 
ahead . . . The lightning will strike in industry. 

“Apropos of the C. I. O., the utterly disproportion- 
ate power of the ‘technician’ in the modern economy, 
b's potential revoiutionary power, whether he strikes 
dizsct'y at corre! or is ‘involved’ a.id ‘manipulated’ 
thereto, that is the most alarming symptom on the 
horizon. 

“Mark this -— in 1937, at Flint, Michigan, a mere 
17 technicians walked off the job and put 800,000 
people hors de combat and every electrically dependent 
institution out of commission for so long as they stayed 
out. Is that Power? Well, the C. I. O. now has on an 
intensive—largely sub-roca— drive to mobilize the 
400,000 technicians in Amercia’s major industries.” 











What about the top leadership of the C. I. O.? Is 
there any guarantee that they are men of unimpeach- 
able irtegrity and loyalty to American ideals, who will 
guide the affiliated unions in efforts to obtain better 
wages and conditions along legal, peaceful, construct- 
ive ways? What about the methods practiced by the 
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C. I. O.? Have their strikes kept within lawful 
bounds? Or have they been marked by violence, riots, 
conflict, bloodshed, intimidation, terror? Such meth- 
ods as augur ill in these troublous times; methods that 
tend to confirm the conviction of many that the C. I. 
O.—promoted by the Moscow Comintern, organized 
after the plan of the Profintern and infiltrated by 
secret Red agents in key positions—is being forged as 
the weapon for the General Strike; the weapon to deal 
the blow, when the hour comes, for the paralysis of 
industry, public utilities, transportation, and the mech- 
anism of urban life, so as to bring about the overthrow 
of government and order, and the setting up in these 
United States of “the Dictatorship of the Proletariat.” 


Let Us Go Bacr. to THE GENESIS IN Moscow OF THE 
PLAN TO PROMOTE INDUSTRIAL UNIONS IN AMERICA. 


An inkling into the sinister Red Plan was given in 
articles written upon his return from Soviet Russia by 
Fred E. Beal. 


“] was in Moscow when the original decision was 
made in the matter of abandoning the dual system of 
trade unions,” wrote Mr. Beal. “It was in the Summer of 
1933 and I was called from Kharkov, where I was do- 
ing social and political work among foreign workers and 
specialists, to attend a meeting of the Textile Section of 
the Profintern (International Red Unions) in Moscow. 
The American representatives at this meeting were 
Foster, Browder, Hathaway, Overguard, Clarence Miller 
and myself ... 

“The time had come, said Browder, speaking, of 
course, for the Comintern, to play en entirely new 
strategy in American labor and politics. The ‘role’ of 
the party must now be to force industrial unions by any 
method within means of the party, even ‘buying up’ 
some of the present A. F. of L. leaders, if necessary. . . . 

“Other sections of the Profintern met, including the 
coal and metal sections. . . It was agreed that John L. 
Lewis was the man to approach in the mining field and 
that no expense should be spared to accomplish that 
end.” 


Bear in mind that this revelation by a former associ- 
ate of the two chief American Communist executives, 
Wm. Z. Foster and Earl Browder, at the Moscow cabal, 
was published in 1934. 

In November, 1935, John L. Lewis of the United 
Mine Workers and seven associates “set up the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization.” Of the seven as- 
sociate original members, from the beginning one has 
been continuously outstanding in sharing with Lewis 
a dominating leadership, namely Sidney Hillman of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Workers. 

When the three-year-old Committee for Industrial 
Organization was constituted into the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organization at the convention in Pittsburgh 
last November, the delegates—with the unanimity of 
a Hitler poll—elected John L. Lewis first constitutional 
president. Squashing all opposition with steamroller 
effect, Lewis put through the new constitution which 
gives him and his two vice presidents, Philip Murray 
and Sidney Hillman, virtual dictatorship over an or- 
ganization of 3,000,000 workers. In himself nominat- 
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ing Hillman for vice-president, Lewis extolled him as 
“a sword and buckler to the labor movement,” as one 
“wise in counsel and terrible in war.” 

Who is this man, “terrible in war,” who today with 
Lewis directs the destinies of the C. I. O.? 

Sidney Hillman, right-hand lieutenant of Lewis, is a 
Lithuanian Jew, who has been for years head of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of America, a pro- 
Soviet labor union, predominantly Jewish, of 100,000 
members. Hillman was one of the original directors— 
in association with William Z. Foster, of the Commun- 
ist International in the United States—of the notorious 
Red “Garland Fund” which, since its foundation in 
1922 and through ten years, contributed roughly 
$2,000,000 to the Red Revolutionary movement in this 
country, sustaining the Anarchist-Communist, Socialist, 
I. W. W., pacifist, war-resistance and other subversive 
activities. Popularly nicknamed the “Free Love 
Fund,” it was founded by a crack-pot young million- 
aire radical, Charles Garland of Massachusetts, who 
served a term in jail for running a “Free Love Farm.” 

Drawn from Communist, I. W. W., Socialist, labor 
and liberal parties, the original directors of this un- 
savory foundation had one end in common—the aboli- 
tion of property rights and eventual overthrow of our 
present form of government; their only differences be- 
ing in tactics, as to the use of ballots or of bullets. 

May not Sidney Hillman’s influence in the C. I. O., 
and perhaps upon John L. Lewis, be surmised by his 
past association in the “Garland Fund” ?—a Red milk- 
cow which accorded financial suck to the Communist 
“International Publishers,” Communist ‘Federated 
Press” and—to the extent of more than $139,000—to 
the Red “Vanguard Press’’; to such revolutionary pub- 
lications as the Daily Worker, New Masses and Novy 
Mir; to the Rand School and “workers’ schools” to 
“train leaders for the Communist Revolution in the 
United States,” such as the New York Workers’ School 
and Brookwood Labor College; which aided and 
abetted movements for the undermining of Christian 
morals and family life, such as the “American Birth 
Control League”; and which financially supported 
Communist strikes as “first lessons in Revolution,” 
among these being the Gastonia, N. C., strike, where 
(vide U. S. Report 2,290) “there was a bloody conflict 
between the Communist-led textile workers and the 
police, in which the chief of police was shot and killed 
and two of his assistants wounded. Seven Commun- 
ists were sentenced to long terms in prison but jumped 
their bonds and went to Russia.” 

Has Mr. Hillman, John L. Lewis’ lieutenant, so mel- 
lowed that he is today of the spirit to turn guns and 
“swords into ploughshares?” When defenders of the 
C. I. O. cite the names of Catholics as among C. I. O. 
officials, rather than allay apprehension, does the pic- 
ture of their association with Hiilman, “terrible in 
war,” (or with certain leading C. I. O. strike organ- 
izers and agitators) not call to mind the lambs lying 
down with the lion? 

May the C. I. O. not likely prove a snare of the Red 
tarantula spinning its web from Moscow for the en- 
tanglement and enslavement of the workers of the 
world?

“The time has come when the religious leaders of 
the world must meet and consult together how best to 
meet the monstrous threats of godless states which 
crush the soul of the individual, outlaw God from 
civilization and make mankind blush crimson with 
shame that its society is still called humanity,” the 
resolution drawn up by Rev. Clarence E. Gifford, 
Rabbi Jacob Freedman and Rev. Ralph Stoody, said. 

“The time is ripe to the bursting point for a recog- 
nized world religious leader to rally and ally the forces 
of justice and reason. Were the Pope to call an extra- 
ordinary session of the religious leaders of the Catho- 
lic, Protestant and Jewish faiths to form a united front 
to protect themselves and all mankind against the 
invasion of blasphemous, anti-God and anti-human 
philosophies and governments, it would be received 
with universal acclaim and gratitude.” 


In his book In the Steps of St. Paul, Mr. H. V. 
Morton, well-known English non-Catholic writer says: 

“I approached the high altar, where, beneath a 
canopy upheld by four columns of the purest alabaster, 
is the vault of Roman times in which St. Paul lies 
buried.

“St. Paul replied: ‘Peace be with thee, Foundation 
of the Church, Shepherd of the flock of Christ.’ 

“So they went to their martyrdom in the year 67 A.D. 
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Less than forty years had passed since that night in the 
Upper Chamber in Jerusalem; less than forty years 
since the Agony in the Garden, and since the Cross 
had been lifted on Calvary. In that little time the 
grain of mustard seed had taken root, and the shadow 
of God’s Kingdom was upon the earth.”

Quaker tradition that criticism should be taken 
seriously. The advertisements of the Friends Book 
Store virtually amount to a Quaker imprimatur as the 
manager of the Book Store would never try to increase 
circulation of what he believed to be a trivial or dan- 
gerous book, and he has the counsel of a strong 
committee.” 


Shakespeare to the contrary, remarks the Editor of 
the Canadian Freeman, not infrequently “the magic of 
a name” is apt to confuse. He goes on to say: 

“Take, for example, the religious movement founded

The movement has many evidences of sincerity; but 
sincerity is not the proof of soundness of doctrine. 
Whatever a religious society holds and teaches that 
is contrary to the dogmatic teaching of the Catholic 
Church is erroneous; for the Catholic Church alone is 
the true Church established by Christ, the pillar and 
the ground of truth, the means set up by Christ to 
bring men to salvation.”

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St. Edmund Rich was English of 
the English, and his heroic struggle 
to teach the Faith in its fullness 
was so brilliant that today he is 
revered among the many saints that 
England has given to the Kalendar. 


It was in November of the 
year 1180 that Edmund Rich was 
born at Abingdon, a few miles out 
from the university town of Oxford. 
His parents, Reginald (or Reinald) 
and Mabel Rich, were people not 
only of some means but also of 
great piety. One story relates how 
the mother constantly wore hair- 
cloth next to her skin and how she 
attended Matins every night in the 
abbey church. Reginald, too, was 
a holy man and he, it is said, 
entered a monastery at Eynsham in 
Oxfordshire, even during the life 
time of his wife. In those days 
such withdrawals from the world on 
the part of married people were 
most frequent and not considered 
improper. Today society would 
frown decidedly upon any man or 
woman who would leave his family 
in such fashion. The lot of a 
married saint is not necessarily 
thrown in with the life of the clois- 
ter. Married saints are found very 
often in the world itself—in the of- 
fice, in the factory, in the home, 
and in the press. of struggling 
humanity. 


Little is known of the boyhood 
of Edmund Rich. It is almost cer- 
tain that he had two sisters and that 
these girls later entered the con- 
vent of Catesby. It is now thought 
that he had at least one brother, 
also. From the first, Edmund Rich 
was deeply religious, austere in his 
life, and keen of mind. When old 
enough he went up to Oxford to 
begin his formal education. One 
legend relates how the young Ox- 
ford student received a heavenly 
vision. It is said that one day as 
he was walking alone in the fields, 
a vision of the Christ Child ap- 
peared to him. So vivid and so 
deep was this experience that for 
the rest of his days Edmund Rich 
never forgot it. Each night, through 
the long years that extended from 
those early and happy days at Ox-

ford to those last sad days of exile 
in France, Edmund Rich signed his 
forehead with the sign of the cross 
and said the words, Jesus of Naza- 
reth. Another legend tells how the 
young man, anxious to preserve the 
purity of his mind and body, made 
a vow of chastity. At this time he 
procured two rings; one he placed 
upon the finger of the statue of Our 
Lady in the University Church of 
St. Mary the Virgin, Oxford; and 
the other he placed upon one of his 
own fingers. 


From Oxford, Edmund Rich, per- 
haps in company with his brother, 
went to Paris to continue his educa- 
tion. It is said that he went thither 
begging his way, in spite of the 
wealth which had given his father 
the name of “rich”. Thenceforth, 
for several years, Edmund Rich 
spent his time between Oxford and 
Paris. At this time he taught the 
humanities with great success in 
both seats of learning. Nor was 
Edmund Rich a theologian only, 
though of course he was one of the 
Church’s most profound scholars. 
He, too, was a preacher of merit and 
his fame began to spread. Soon he 
received a commission te preach the 
Sixth Crusade and his vigor as a 
preacher became known through- 
out England. Meanwhile Edmund 
Rich, the individual, was living a 
life of great austerity. He spent 
most of each night in prayer and 
what little sleep he allowed him- 
self he took without lying down. 
Severe as he was with himself, to 
the poor and sick he was kind and 
gentle. His work for these unfor- 
tunates was tremendous and hun- 
dreds of bed-ridden folk knew the 
warm personality of the kindly 
Edmund Rich. 


The tyranny of King John had 
brought Oxford to a distressful 
state and Edmund Rich set to work 
with all his energy to revive the 
activities of the University. He 
introduced the study of Aristotle, 
it is believed, and he built a hall, 
possibly on the site of the present 
St. Edmund’s Hall, in which he 
lectured to great numbers of stu- 
dents. He exacted no fees from 








his students and what monies were 
paid he never spent on himself. 

In 1222 Edmund Rich was called 
to Salisbury. The cathedral was 
a-building at the time and Edmund 
took up the duties as its treasurer. 
At Salisbury he was famed for his 
generosity and for his eloquence in 
the pulpit. Ten years later Edmund 
Rich was appointed to the historic 
archiepiscopal see of Canterbury. 

en he was persuaded to go, the 
Chapter of Salisbury complained: 
“You are taking not our treasurer, 
but our treasure.” Gregory IX. ap- 
pointed Edmund Rich Archbishop 
of Canterbury and the consecration 
took place April 2, 1234. 

The election of Edmund Rich to 
Canterbury was regularly conducted 
according to the canon law in force 
at that time but the nomination in 
reality proceeded from the King, as 
it did later on in English history, 
when Henry II. named his favorite, 
Thomas a’ Becket to the same See. 

Little did his Royal Highness 
dream that he was putting a John 
the Baptist in the See of Saint 
Augustine. 

The simple, ascetic man of God 
was neither a coward nor a fool. 
Notwithstanding his gentleness, he 
was determined to defend the flock 
committed to his charge, the people 
of all England, against the exactions 
of the foreign party. Even before 
his consecration, Edmund Rich had 
a taste of what was coming. 
Henry III. had taken into favor the 
French Bishop of Winchester, 
Pierre des Roche, and his natural 
son, Pierre de Rivaulx. Acting 
upon the advice of these two for- 
eigners, the King dismissed all his 
English counsellors and imported a 
large army of foreign mercenaries 
to keep his English subjects in 
subjection. 

Edmund Rich was not slow to 
act. He summoned a council of 
prelates at once. He and the 
Bishops of the realm then called 
upon Henry and demanded that the 
King, under pain of excommunica- 
tion, dismiss the two French Peters 
and act justly toward his English 
subjects. A second council soon 
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followed and this time Ed- 
mund Rich made it quite 
plain to the King that he had 
best dismiss the corps of 
foreign advisers and the mer- 
cenary troops. 

Edmund’s insinuation that 
the King had allowed the 
governance of his realm to 
pass entirely into the hands 
of foreigners, and unscrupu- 
lous ones at that, was soon 
dramatically proved to be 
true. During one of the 
councils a letter was placed 
in the Archbishop’s hand. 
The letter proved to be an 
order to the Irish to kill, by 
fair means or foul, Richard 
Marshall. This sincere Chris- 
tian man, son of the great 
William Marshall, was. a 
valiant upholder of the rights 
of England in Church and 
State. Almost immediately 
came the news that Richard 
had been murdered and the 
ire of the English was 
aroused. The King pleaded that he 
had never seen the letter, which 
had been written and sealed by the 
two French Peters. It was that 
admission that succeeded in rid- 
ding England for a while from 
the machinations of the infamous 
pair. 

Henry was loath to accept de- 
feat so quietly. Secretly he wrote 
to the Pope and asked that a legate 
be sent to England to act as a royal 
adviser. Stephen Langton, years 
before, had successfully opposed 
the sending of Papal legates to 
England when the latter were ex- 
pected to support royal tyranny. 
The English, consequently, were 
furious when they learned of the 
King’s action. 

The legate dispatched was Car- 
dinal Otho, a man who was but in 
Deacon’s orders. Otho soon re- 
vealed by his acts that he was not 
concerned so much for the highest 
good of the Church and the salva- 
tion of souls, as he was to please 
the King. In spite of his legatine 
position Edmund Rich, as Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, and Primate 
of Ecclesia Anglicana, felt it to be 
his duty to resist him, as he had 
hitherto resisted the King. But the 
latter, supported and backed by the 
legate of the Pope, was strength- 
ened in his position and the Arch- 
bishop at the same time greatly 
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Canterbury Cathedral 


weakened so that he was no longer 
able to prevail as before. 

In his reforms in the Church, too, 
Edmund Rich found his way 
blocked. The greater monasteries 
in England claimed to be under no 
authority save that of the Pope. 
Many of the more lucrative livings 
of England were in the hands of 
the Pope’s nominees who never 
even came into the country. So in 
1237 Edmund Rich went to Rome to 
plead with the Pope on behalf of 
the English people. This action 
brought the Archbishop into con- 
flict not only with the King but also 
with the monks of Rochester and 
Canterbury. Appeals over Ed- 
mund Rich’s head were addressed 
to Rome. 

When Edmund Rich returned to 
England he was met with open con- 
tempt by the King and the Legate. 
The vigorous Archbishop, however, 
persisted in his work for reform. 
Now he began to take up the ques- 
tion of the vacant sees. The income 
of these vacant benefices went to 
the Crown and naturally the 
vacancies were long ones. Edmund 
Rich suggested that after a vacancy 
of six months, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury should nominate a 
candidate to the empty see. The 
King opposed this plan, and the 
Pope later rejected it also. Unable 
to force the King to give over the 


control of the vacant benefices, Ed- 
mund sensed the reform was well- 
nigh impossible. Meanwhile the 
King and Pope were devising new 
methods for taxing the English and 
many needy Roman priests were 
settled in English livings. 

The seventy year old Edmund 
Rich was in despair. The man had 
always loved peace and hated dis- 
sension. He realized, too, that 
his position in England was a dif- 
ficult one. 

So, in 1240, he returned to the 
Cistercian Abbey of Pontigny, in 
France. Meanwhile the defense of 
England against the Court and the 
Curia passed into the hands of 
Bishop Grossetet. The venerable 
Archbishop of Canterbury was re- 
ceived as a saint in France and he 
was held in great reverence by rich 
and poor alike. 

In those days nearly five hundred 
monks made Pontigny their home. 
Today, the town of Pontigny, situ- 
ated where Burgundy meets Cham- 
pagne, is built from the stones of 
the great Abbey which was de- 
stroyed by the Revolution. Today, 
only the church survives, much as 
it was in the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries when a hounded English 
Archbishop sought sanctuary within 
its hospitable walls. The strange 
and simple church, with its lancet 
windows, is a protest in stone of 
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the Cistercians against gaudy orna- 
mentation. Flying buttresses, alone, 
break the severe line of the lancet 
windows of the apse. Behind the 
high altar, under these buttresses, 
folk may kneel today before the 
shrine of “St. Edme, Archeveque 
de Canterbury”. To Englishmen 
Pontigny has an especial attrac- 
tion. Three Archbishops of Canter- 
bury sought shelter there, and all 
were protagonists in the struggle for 
English freedom. To Pontigny went 
Thomas a’ Becket to renew his 
strength for his final conflict with 
Henry II. To Pontigny went 
Stephen Langton, when King John 
refused to recognize him as a 
Primate. It was from Pontigny that 
Langton came when he returned to 
wrest Magna Charta from the wily 
monarch. It was to Pontigny that 
an aged and broken Archbishop, 
Edmund Rich, went to die after a 
life of bitter struggles in the cause 
of freedom.

In 1240 Edmund Rich died at 
Soissy whither he had gone from 
Pontigny on a visit. His body was 
brought back to the Cistercian 
House and _ suitably enshrined. 
Despite the devastation that over- 
took Pontigny the tomb of Saint 
Edmund Rich has remained intact 
in the Abbey Church. Relics of 
the Saint exist at Westminster 
Cathedral in London, at St. Ed- 
mund’s, Ware, and at Erdington 
Abbey. 

Upon the death of Edmund Rich 
both England and France united to 
demand his canonization. The Pope 
refused; immediately he fell ill. 
The poor man thought that this was 
a punishment sent by the Saint and 
so he set to work to enroll the name 
of St. Edmund Rich among God’s 
chosen vessels of grace. 

The Speculum Ecclesiae, which 
St. Edmund Rich composed, con- 
tains the following: “It is better to 
say five words devoutly with the 
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heart, than five thousand which the 
soul does not taste with love and 
intelligence.” At the end the great 
saint prayed: “Grant, O Lord, that 
I may finish my course sound in 
faith, sure in hope, in peace and 
charity with all men.” 

Today St. Edmund’s Day is cele- 
brated on November 16th. The 
ancient proper of his Mass, taken 
from the Sarum Missal, is fre- 
quently used and the Roman Catho- 
lic Diocese of Portsmouth, of which 
St. Edmund is patron, employs it to 
this day. 

Of the Abbey buildings at 
Pontigny, only one remains. This 
is a great dormitory. Here, beside 
the quiet waters of the Serein River 
and beneath the shadows of the 
great church, the owner maintains 
a retreat for tired and spent brain- 
workers.

Right Rev. Monsignor Michael Cur- 
ran, since 1930, rector of the Irish Col- 
lege in Rome, has resigned and is re- 
turning to parish work in Dublin.

Jewish Veterans, headed by Milton 
Solomon, with fifty charter members 
have formed a new organization called 
the American Jewish Federation to 
combat Communism and Fascism.

“It is certainly time that the Jews 
come forward as a body to publicly 
express their hate and antipathy for 
Communism, equally with their hate 
and contempt for all forms of Nazism 
and Fascism, 


“Communism is diametrically opposed 
to the principles of Judaism, so no real 
Jew can be a Communist. Communism 
seeks to destroy religion, no matter 
what Communist speakers may say to 
the contrary.”

Through the charity of a great number of people, we were enabled 
during the past year, to send about $60,000.00 to Spain. The sum seems 
large and it is. But it has been totally inadequate to the dire need there is 
in Spain. The tragic Civil War is now in its third winter. On both sides 
the men have been called to the army. The number of wounded and dead 
is great. We are not concerned with them, though we pity them, for our 
relief purposes. We are interested in their children, in their orphans, in 
their wives and sisters and parents. We are trying to help the non-combat- 
ants, the victims who do not fight but must suffer nevertheless. 


The contributions received by us are forwarded to Spain month by 
month and are distributed under the personal supervision of Cardinal 
Goma, Archbishop of Toledo and Primate of All Spain. Cardinal Goma 
makes regular reports as to how he dispenses the relief and his letters are 
most pathetic. He is grateful, deeply grateful for the charity of the good 
people of the United States. But when we read his letters we wonder that 
that charity has not been more generous. 


Three winters of war, and the ravages of war, bring terrible penalties 
on the children and the women, the old folk. Then, there are the nuns 
and the brothers without help, and the priests as poor as their people, and 
the refugee priests from the Loyalist side, and the brave priests who are 
risking their lives by going into Loyalist territories. And, then there are 
the refugees who, we are told, are flocking into Nationalist Spain because 
of the starvation on the other side. 


There are a thousand needs to be filled immediately. You can be the 
benefactor of these people, and they, especially the children and their 
protectors, will be the intercessors for you before God. 


Whatever you can spare from your other charities and from your 
necessities, even, will be well applied if it be sent to cure the desperate ills 
of Spain stricken by war. We pray God that the men of Spain may soon 
cease killing one another. Meanwhile, we must help the innocent ones. 
Please send little or much; the prayers of Spain and the blessing of God 
will be yours.

On December 15th, the Society of the Atonement 
observed Foundation Day, this year marking the Forti- 
eth Anniversary of the first coming of the Mother 
Foundress, Lurana Mary Francis, to Graymoor Valley.

Exchanging the comfort 
and protection of her beautiful home in Warwick, N. Y., 
for the scanty shelter of a dilapidated farmhouse, 
she bore the rigors and hardships of severe winter un- 
daunted. The “Dimond House,” as it was then known 
was a remnant of the Revolutionary era and to anyone 
less imbued with zeal and fortitude than Mother Lu- 
tana it would have held not even a vestige of possi- 
bilities as the place to start a religious order. Nearby, 
however, was a small chapel, which, once used by 
the sparse population in the countryside about Gray- 
moor, had fallen into com:

So great a change has been wrought at Graymoor 
since that wintry December day, forty years ago, that 
it is difficult to visualize the sacrifice and self-denial 
which such a beginning incurred, the struggle not only 
against hardship and privation but also against the 
lack of encouragement, yes, even ridicule which is so 
often awarded such efforts. Mother Lurana, however, 
never failing in the trust and faith of her calling, en- 
dured all, bravely and patiently, surmounting obstacles 
of every nature.

This year three Solemn High 
Masses were celebrated at midnight, one in the Cryy 
of the National Shrine of St. Anthony atop the Moun- 
tain, another in the Chapel of St. Christopher’s Inn and 
the climax of the three in St. John’s, which is now three 
times as large as it was forty years ago, and all three 
Masses were attended by overflowing congregations. 

Since the Corporate Reception of the Society of the

RECORD YEAR FOR STUDENTS’ BREAD 


The report below gives the Grand Totai for Students’

In a country as large as the United States, with so 
many scattered settlements, it is impossible to establish 
Third Order Fraternities within convenient reach of 
all Catholics. Hence, there will always be many mem- 
bers of the Third Order who will not belong to any 
Fraternity. They are known as Isolated Tertiaries. 


Any practical Catholic who is willing to live up to the 
Rule may become a Tertiary. If no Fraternity is near 
at hand where he may be received into the Third Order, 
he may be received by his parish priest. In order that 
the parish priest perform the short reception ceremony 
validly, he must have proper authorization. 


This 





idings 











authorization may be obtained from the Third Order 
Commissary of the group which the person is to join. 
At the end of the period of novitiate, the novice is 
professed in like manner. There are many Isolated 
Tertiaries under our supervision. Sometimes these 
Isolated Tertiaries gather together and hold monthly 
meetings. They gain just as much merit as if they be- 
longed to a regular fraternity. Opportunities of form- 
ing such groups are to be found in practically every 
small community. The Reverend Father Commissary 
is willing to assist anyone in becoming an Isolated 
Tertiary, and to cooperate with any Isolated Tertiary 
in forming such a group as has been described. We 
might add that the banding together of Tertiaries is 
true Catholic Action—for St. Francis is the patron of 
Catholic Action. 

The designers, manufacturers, and merchants of 
women’s clothing, for the most part, have a pagan out- 
look on life. They are more interested in profits than 
in morality. They have not hesitated to produce items 
of dress which no decent girl or woman would wear. 
Not to say anything about the absurdity of the styles 
they create. If you wish to see how foolish today’s 
clothes are, look at the catalogue of two or three years 
ago. Those styles were up to the minute then—today’s 
styles will be as ridiculous a couple of years from now. 

Tertiaries are pledged to avoid worldliness in dress. 
This does not mean wearing black or sombre clothes. 
Nothing of the sort. It means dressing according to 
one’s state in life, dressing sensibly, dressing modestly. 
A woman can dress decently without going into mourn- 
ing. What is urgently needed to combat the spirit of 
paganism is a positive movement under the guidance 
of Catholic women, which will reject absurd and 
indecent articles of clothing; a movement which will 
make modesty fashionable. Catholic women need to 
become articulate. After all, the consumers should 
dictate to the manufacturers, designers, and merchants. 
They can do so once they make up their minds to it. 
Tertiaries are pledged to dress themselves modestly. 
But in order to have a movement embracing many thou- 
sands of Catholic women throughout the country, 
leadership is necessary. Where is it? Are there no 
followers of St. Joan of Arc, militant yet modest? 
Has St. Catherine of Sienna lost her prestige? We 
wonder if there are Catholic women who see this matter 
as we see it. We wonder if they would favor such a 
movement. What a powerful influence for good would 
result in a crusade for decency in women’s dress, if 
there were women, not to follow the leader, but to be 
the leaders. We should be glad to hear what the 
women readers of THE Lamp think about this.

THERE IS ONE PARTICULAR SERVICE WHICH THE MEMBERS OF THE UNION HAVE RENDERED THE SOCIETY OF 
THE ATONEMENT DURING THE PAST YEAR, WHICH ELICITS MY SPECIAL GRATITUDE, and that is the Response you 
made to my appeal on behalf of the Foundation of the Friars and Sisters of the Atonement in the city of 
Rome, the Center of Catholic Christendom, where a patish has been offered to us immediately adjacent to 
Vatican City and St. Peter’s Basilica, the largest church in the world. 


The land chosen for the site of the New Parish Church and the House of the Friars adjoining it has al- 
ready been purchased by the Roman Society for the Preservation of the Faith, and the Cardinal Vicar of Rome 
expects the Friars to reimburse the Society to the extent of that purchase, viz., a million lire, or in our money, 
$50,000. 


Through your generous contributions and the loans that were made by the members of the Union last 
year, we have already collected a fund of $28,000. We hope to raise the balance by Easter and we look to 
the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost to accomplish this for us. Knowing how, in the past, you have always gen- 
erously responded to every appeal made to you by the President, I am confident you are not going to disappoint 
us this time.

While I was in Rome last November I visited the headquarters of the Franciscan Friars Minor, and it was 
with justifiable pride that a member of the Curia, Very Rev. Father Ugolinus, O.F.M., shcwed me over the 
spacious buildings covering an entire city block. There was a splendid church, the extensive admin- 
istration buildings of the Minister General and his Definitors—the so-calied Curia of the Order—a large Mon- 
astery filled with Friars and Friar-Students and a huge College building which Fr. Ugol..us designated as 
St. Anthony’s University; and as I went through those buildings I was visualizing the day when similar 
buildings of no less spacious dimensions will cover the tract of land upon which will be built the Roman 
Foundation of the Franciscan Friars of the Atonement—and you members of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost 
are going to make it possible for that vision of the future to be fully realized in God’s good time.

“And the Child grew and waxed strong, full of 
wisdom: and the Grace of God was in Him.” 
(Luke, Chapter IT :40) 
Dear Members of the Holy Childhood: 

In this simple sentence the Evangelist describes in 
graphic delineation the physical, mental and spiritual 
development of the Boy, Jesus, during the early days 
of His life upon earth. 


Later, in the same Gospel, 
Saint Luke, portraying the 
youth from His twelfth year 
upwards, repeats the thought, 
when he says: “And Jesus 
ADVANCED IN WISDOM and 
AGE and GRACE with God and 
men.” 


AND so... as we begin 
another milestone of the 
growth of the Association 
named in honor of the Divine 
Infant with this the first 
month of the secular year, 
dedicated most appropriately 
to the Divine Infancy, we do 
so with the fervent prayer 
that as the Child Jesus “grew 
and waxed strong, full of 
wisdom,” imbued with the 
grace of the Holy Spirit, so 
our Holy Association, under 
the guidance of the Holy 
Child, may likewise develop 
even more broadly and suc- 
cessfully, fulfilling the two- 
fold purpose of its institu- 
tion, based upon the funda- 
mental law of Charity. 


Ninety-five years ago the 
Association was rooted in 
French soil by the Bishop 
of Nancy, Charles de Forbin 
Janson, and later, in 1893, a 
branch from the Mother Tree 
was transplanted in Ameri- 
can so'l ard has flourished 
greatly. It is hoped that 
1939 will mark a new epoch 
in its accomplishment, now 
that opportunity for service 
in Pagan lands is greater 
than ever. 

In China, for instance, during the spring and early 
summer of 1937, the Missions were in full activity, go- 
ing ahead in all directions with many plans and hopes 
for the future. “The schools and catechumenate were 
overflowing,” says Sr. Xavier Berkeley, “the hospitals 
doing work and gaining many souls, with a waiting

list, the new St. Vincent’s Hospital in the prison help- 
ing many poor sick prisoners to gain health and 
strength and face life with new courage. Some souls 
of dying incurables were gained for Heaven through 
the charity which cared for them to the end. . On one 
occasion three condemned brigands on their way to be 
shot were baptized by the Sisters in the street, the men 
making profession of faith 
with touching gratitude.” 
While the little Island Mis- 
sion of the Sisters of Charity 
was thus flourishing, China 
was plunged into the horrors 


of war, and Sister Xavier 
writes: “Day by day the 
horrors increase. In_ the 


devastated areas, thousands 
of homes of good, honest 
working people are de- 
stroyed, members of families 
slaughtered and dishonored, 
and suffering on all sides. 
Shanghai became a battle- 
field and now on both sides 
of the foreign settlement are 
huge districts laid waste and 
thousands of homeless 
people being cared for in 
Refugee Camps. The charity 
is universal and beautiful. 
Pagans and Christians work- 
ing side by side. But how 
long can it go on? God only 
knows! 

“In our Island Mission we 
were kept free from these 
horrors, though the poor 
pecple live in constant terror 
of the bumbing Geroplanes 
which pass over us continu- 
ally. The jrayers of our 
childre.. surely kept tis safe. 
Hundreds of poor aad svfer- 
ing refugees poured into the 
Isiand and brought with 
them in the late summer an 
enemy from which we had 
been free for many years— 
the cholera. A sharp epi- 
demic broke out and there 
were many victims. For the 
very poor, the Sisters arranged a little Isolation Hos- 
pital outside the city walls and went daily to care for 
them. Many souls were gained for Heaven through 
Baptism. It was a blessed and consoling work. 

“Among the refugees are found many starving in 
utter misery, food must be sent to them, sickness cured, 
little ‘shell shocked’ children taken in. Negligent

Christians, apostate families come 
back to God. The ignorant are 
instructed, marriages put right and 
children baptized. We hear of 
many conversions everywhere.

“We do not know from day to 
day what is going to happen, but 
we are in God’s Hands and His 
Divine Providence will not fail us; 
so we go on steadily with our work 
for souls. Mission funds are all 
seriously diminished; owing to 
destruction of property and com- 
merce. Yet the poor are with us 
in greater numbers than before.” 

From Foochow, a Dominican 
Nun, acknowledging our check, 
says: “The day your letter ar- 
rived four orphan babies were re- 
ceived here and were baptized 
with the names of our benefactors. 
Also, the next day were five, and 
all for the Society of the Atone- 
ment. God bless our benefactors!”

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The Open Door 


For everyone these three words 
must carry a cogent meaning vary- 
ing, of course, with individual 
character and experience but gen- 
erally inviting. They are enriched 
with memories, luminous with hopes 
and aspirations. Tangibly they re- 
call entrance to genuine hospitality, 
to interiors warm with welcome, to 
the presence of those, relatives or 
friends, whose society we have 
longed for. Intangibly 
those same words connote 
the eternal way of hope, 
the infinite opportunity of 
daily life. And, at the 
last, the stage direction of 
exeunt omnes for all of us 
mortals, rich and poor, sad 
or happy, unreconciled or 
content. The beauty of 
this last meaning is sug- 
gested in the words so 
happily set to the domi- 
nant refrain of Dvorak’s 
“New World” symphony: 


“Going home, going home; 
I’m just going home. 

* bo ca * * * 
Through an open door.” 


For ME “THE OPEN 
Door” HAD LONG CARRIED 
A SPECIAL MEANING. 


The phrase was woven 
through some of the most 
eventful years of my life 
when, after the Russo- 
Japanese War, our con- 
sular and diplomatic mis- 
sion in Manchuria was 
mainly to insure the good 
faith and international ob- 
servance of “The Open 


Door and Equal Opportu- rae 


nity for All.” With the 
Monroe Doctrine, this 
world-famous and _ time- 
dishonored phrase, announced by 
Secretary of State John Hay and 
Nominaily agreed to by all the 
signatory nations having interests 
in China thirty-odd years ago, con- 
stituted the only definite objective 
in the nebulous foreign policy of 
the United States. 

Almost literally in those years we 
of the foreign service of the United 
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States in North China lay down 
across the Manchurian threshold to 
keep the “Door” ajar although very 
little United States trade passed 
over our prostrate and devoted 
bodies except the Standard Oil and 
British - American Tobacco Com- 
panies. Even then the “Door” was 
slowly closing. Hardly were the 
signatures dry on the document 
when Japan, with a clear sense of 





. the open door has passed me through into 
healing respite from perplexities and irritations.” 


her own necessities, strategic and 
economic, set to work to carry out 
the inexorable program which cul- 
minated in the creation of the 
puppet state of “Manchukuo,” with 
a subject population of thirty mil- 
lion Chinese, in place of the Man- 
churia that we knew and some of 
us loved. The undeclared war in 
China today has for its undeclared 


object the domination by the 
Japanese of all North China, a 
process amounting to economic and 
partially political annexation. 

The unfolding scroll of events in 
the Orient carries two clear mean- 
ings for all who can see distinctly 
enough to read the handwriting: 
First stands out the repeatedly and 
utterly proved fallacy of pinning 
hopes of abiding peace on signed 
agreements which have 
no validity when national 
necessities, pride, or 
greed never hesitate to 
tear them up. Reason, re- 
inforced only by paper, 
has never stood against 


national emotion. In most 
of our perplexed world 
today Might makes 
Right. 


And the second mean- 
ing we can read on the 
scroll is that Secretary 
Hay’s “Open Door” is 
now to all intents and 
purposes definitely closed. 
It was a_ high-sounding 
doctrine but weak in that 
the United States has 
never been willing to use 
force to sustain it whereas, 
rightly or wrongly, the 
Japanese for a generation 
have come to regard the 
adjacent territory of 
China as the most vital 
ingredient in their national 
survival. For its domina- 
tion they have always 
been not only willing but 
eager to fight these last 
thirty years. They are 
fighting for it now. So 
long as they continue to be 
one of the world’s major 
Powers they will fight for 
it 


o* * * * a 


The “Open Door” in China was 
the desired entry to rich corridors 
of trade. Secretary Hay’s amiable 
doctrine which still stands en- 
grossed, like a memorial tablet, in 
the State Department at Washing- 
ton, was prompted mainly by com- 
mercial ambition and self-interest 
with a sop to China in the academic 
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assurance of the Empire’s “ter- 


ritorial integrity.” 


ANOTHER KIND OF OpEN Door 
CAME INTO MY EXPERIENCE 
MANY YEARS LATER. 


And this open door, symbolized 
by the actual oak portal hung on 
hinges of the Catholic church in my 
town, will never close. 

A veteran of the foreign service 
and a world-weary war correspond- 
ent, journalist and soldier, I came to 
live the remaining years in a small 
Virginia city. 

The celestial landscape - archi- 
tects had done a wonderful job 
with this Piedmont county and suc- 
ceeding generations of men, 
inspired by the loveliness and the 
harmony of Nature ground them 
and wisely following the early 
examples of that supreme architect, 
Thomas Jefferson, had conformed 
to the eternal fitness of things 
Externally a more delightful and 
reassuring community would be 
hard to find through the length and 
breadth of the land. Materially in 
the city where I live there is almost 
nothing lacking to make life abun- 
dant and satisfying. 

It is not invidious to say, how- 
ever, that in the immaterial ways of 
life the community, in common with 
almost all others in a wide expe- 
rience of localities throughout the 
nation, lags far behind its endow- 
ment. Here as elsewhere “Success” 
is reckoned only in terms of money; 
bank-accounts outweigh benedic- 
tions. In an automotivated age 
other, gentler and slower motives 
are brushed aside in the almost 
universal craze for speed. People 
spend their days climbing in and 
out of motor-cars, pressing buttons 
and turning switches. Life tends 
to become an experience of gadgets 
and selling. When beautiful old 
trees seem to shadow greater retail 
trade down come the trees and the 
temperature of inventories goes up 
with the bleak glare of denuded 
thoroughfares that once had beauty. 
And, as a consequence, the good 
manners and the amenities of life, 
hallowed by generations of fine 
tradition, are in a fair way to be 
scrapped. Here, as elsewhere, con- 
sideration and kindness often seem 
as remote as a “Lost Horizon” 
though here and there individuals, 
unpersuaded by mere acceleration 


and unimpressed by modernity, 
cling to the basic elements of 
civilization. Some heroic or dedi- 
cated souls refuse to be driven with 
the herd mind down the grooves of 
unthinking, undiscriminating uni- 
formity. Such individuals are like 
stars in the cloudy night and among 
them I found the planet of the 
open door. 


In the facades of other churches, 
and there are many in my city, the 
doors are closed except during the 
weekly services on Sundays, the 
prayer-meetings on Wednesdays, or 
on special occasions. The great 
oak-paneled door of the Catholic 
Church stands wide open every day. 

I am not a Catholic though I 
know well the interiors of, cathe- 
drals and Catholic churches in many 
widely separated parts of the world, 
in countries of opposing political 
creeds but united religious faith. In 
my daily walks I frequently passed 
this open door and was consciously 
aware, every time I did so, of the 
symbolism it typified. There was 
something arresting in that mute 
expression of the meaning of reli- 
gion in daily life .. . an open door. 

No signs or placards advertized 
sermons or lectures or urged 
passers-by to attend. I never saw 
groups of men and women, girls and 
boys, hanging around that doorway 
and the broad steps that led up to 
it, gossiping, smoking, and giving 
free play to their social inclinations. 
And yet for me that open door was 
a far stronger invitation to enter 
than all the signs displayed before 
the other churches and all the ap- 
parent popularity of the chattering 
crowds gathered round other doors 
on weekly occasions. 

Many times I slowed my steps to 
glance inside. The vista of a long 
aisle met my gaze, an aisle tha: led 
through shadows and subdued light 
to a high altar, with smaller altars 
on either side and the images of 
saints in their niches illumined by 
candles at their feet. High over all 
at the head of the chancel rose a 
large painting of a beneficent figure, 
angels with folded wings kneeling 
at either side in adoration. 


I KNEW THAT ONE DAY I SHOULD 
PASS THROUGH THAT OPEN DOOR. 


When that day came I carried 
over the threshold a heavy burden 


though it was unseen. No one asked 
me to enter. There was no other 
urge than my own need. I simply 
walked into the church and sat in 
one of the rear pews. 

I sat there a long time, how long 
I do not know. An influence was 
there, 


“An influence luminous and serene, 
A shining peace.” 


And when I went out again into 
the familiar street, the burden had 
not fallen entirely from my shoul- 
ders but it was immeasurably 
lighter. I knew I could carry what 
was left of it without becoming dis- 
heartened. 

Since then the open door has 
passed me through each day into a 
momentary healing respite from the 
perplexities and irritations, the 
fatigue or anxiety which have 
clouded recent years. More than 
that it has proved an open sesame 
to the means of overcoming beset- 
ting handicaps. I am _ conscious 
that these handicaps are slowly 
growing less considerable as dismay 
gives place to confidence. Beyond 
the open door faith revives and 
chaos resolves into something like 
a plan and a purpose. The clouds 
that darken life are mostly of our 
own making. And they are left 
outside the open door. 

Many others pass that way in 
groups or as individuals day by day. 
Once a group of five little girls 
came softly into the church to pray, 
and on another occasion I found 
what was evidently a family, a 
father, mother, son and two daugh- 
ters kneeling before a small altar 
where they lighted candles, praying 
for some loved one, as I thought, 
in sickness or distress. They made 
together a reverent picture that was 
more eloquent than many sermons. 

But, whether or not other human 
beings occupy the church with me, 
invariably there is a Presence be- 
yond the open door. It is a 
Presence that shines in the stars, 
whispers through trees in dim 
winds at evening, and sometimes 
becomes articulate in the eyes and 
voices of those we love. It is uni- 
versal if we have eyes to see and 
ears to hear and the spirit has not 
become dulled within us. But in 
the Church with the open door it is 
intensified because there must be an 
answering impulse of the human 
will to pause and enter in.

The Need of Prayer for the Unity of Christians 


Beloved Sons and Daughters of the Atonement:

our great High Priest which He addressed to God the 
Father on the night of His Betrayal, and which may be 
summed up in one brief petition: “THAT THEY ALL 
MAY BE ONE.” Here are the very Words of Christ in 
that wonderful prayer. 

“Sanctify them in truth. Thy Word is Truth. As 
Thou hast sent Me into the world I also have sent them 
into the world and for them do I sanctify Myself that 
they also may be sanctified in truth. And not for them 
only do I pray, but for them also who through their 
word shall believe in Me; that they all may be ONE, as 
Thou, Father, in Me and I in Thee; that they also may 
believe that Thou hast sent Me. And the glory that 
Thou hast given Me I have given to them; that they 
may be One, as We also are One.” 

We behold Satan at this very time setting up an Anti- 
Christian Kingdom of immense dimensions on the 
earth. It is known the world over as Communism. Its 
flag is red. What Mohammedanism meant for Chris- 
tendom twelve hundred years ago, capturing Jerusalem, 
Antioch, Alexandria and Constantinople, out of the five 
Christian patriarchates leaving only that of Rome un- 
subjected to its galling, bloody and bitter yoke; so 
Communism, rising in the East, threatens to subjugate 
to its ruthless tyranny, scourge and crucify the Chris- 
tian nations of the world today. It possesses a hell- 
born, diabolic unity in itself, which until now has 
broken down and crushed all resistance. It seems as 
though Satan had personified himself in one individual, 
who rules over the Union of Soviet Republics with an 
absolutism transcending that of the Czars and their 
forebears, the Caesars of long ago. By no means satis- 
fied with ruling over one hundred and fifty millions in 
Russia, Siberia and Central Asia, the Communists 
dream of conquering China, Japan, India, Africa, the 





rest of Europe and both North and South America. 
The Red evangelists and propagandists are every- 
where, preaching the gospel of Sovietism with cease- 
less fervor, agitating and plotting night and day to ac- 
complish a world revolution. In the meantime Chris- 
tendom is torn by internal divisions among those who 
confess themselves to be the Disciples of Christ, just 
as the Near East was rent by heresy and schism when 
Islamism lifted its banner against the Cross. Such was 
the hatred of the Egyptian Monophysites for the Catho- 
lics of Constantinople, that they actually hailed the 
armies of the False Prophet, and Alexandria preferred 
the rule of the Mohammedan Caliph to the Sceptre of 
the Catholic Emperor. 


Never did Christendom need Unity for its own 
preservation more desperately than at this very hour 
of supremest peril, when the whole religious, social, 
political and economic fabric is agonizing in the throes 
of an upheaval, such as the world has not experienced 
for centuries. 


We have a practical illustration of the sad and un- 
happy fruits of Christian disunity in the spectacle of 
our next-door neighbor to the south, Mexico, being so 
largely influenced by the vicious doctrines of Com- 
munism. In that country many priests have been. mur- 
dered and those that escaped that fate may not wear 
any outward sign of their sacred calling and are forced 
to exercise their ministry in secret. In the schools the 
children are being taught the non-existence of God and 
to blaspheme everything Christians have cherished as 
sacred. 

Were there no divisions and disunity among Chris- 
tians here in the United States, were all united under 
the banner of Christ in the One True Fold—the Catho- 
lic Church—our Government at Washington would 
never have permitted Communism to have gotten the 
upper hand in Mexico. 

Pray, therefore, during the Church Unity Octave 
with travail of mind and heart that Our Lord’s Own 
prophecy may be speedily fulfilled, “Other Sheep I 
have which are not of this Fold. Them also I must 
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bring and they will hear My Voice and there shall be 
one Fold and one Shepherd.” Not only, dear Ro- 
sarians, pray for this consummation devoutly during 
the Church Unity Octave but daily during the entire 
twelve months of the Year of Grace, 1939. 

When the Red Army of Russia invaded Poland 
while Lenin was still alive and Trotzky was at the 
zenith of his power they swept all things before them 
and Poland seemed doomed to be swallowed up by the 
Red Dragon of Sovietism. It was in the Month of Aug- 
ust and the Pope sent forth a call to the Faithful to 
recite the Rosary, particularly on the Feast of the 
Assumption, as Pius V. bade Europe pray when Soly- 
man II, Sultan of Constantinople, met the Christian 
fleet at Lepanto and was crushingly defeated on 
October 7, 1571. All Poland responded, as Europe 
answered the call of the Sovereign Pontiff against the 
banners of Mohammed, and with the same triumphant 
results. The Catholic victory of Lepanto was paral- 
leled by the triumph of the Poles, supported by the 
French, who drove back the Russian Reds and crushed 
completely their offensive. Who can know what glori- 
ous answers Divine Omnipotence may give to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus and the Immaculate Heart of 
Mary, shall reiterate the prayer of Christ the King, that 
they who believe in Him may all be One, that the 
whole world may believe and accept His sceptre and 
eternal salvation.
